4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


do. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid for construction of Class V roads, and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $630.54 for said purpose. 
(State will add $4,203.63. ) 


6. To see if the Town will vote to change the 
name of Road, leading from Lamson road to Frances- 
town Turnpike, now called Erlando Road, to Cross 
Road, and to change the name of Road, running from 
Wilton Road to Old Milford Road, now called Cross 
Road, to Trow Road. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and 
empower the Planning Board to approve or disapprove, 
in its discretion, plats showing new streets or the 
widening thereof, or parks, and and upon adoption of 
this article it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to 
file with the Registry of Deeds of the County of Hills- 
borough, a certificate or note showing that the said 
Planning Board has been so authorized, giving the 
date of authorization, as provided in Sections 19-29 
inclusive, Chapter 36 of the New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes annotated, 1955.

Town Ordinance: 


To take effect upon passage and remain in effect 
until repealed. 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for the driver of a vehicle 
to stop, stand or park such vehicle in any of the following 
places except when necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic 
or in compliance with the directions of a police officer. 


a. The area between the fire station doors and Main 
Street designated by yellow lines. 


b. Within ten (10) feet of a fire hydrant. 
ec. In front of a private driveway. 


d. Within three hundred feet of a fire apparatus which has 
stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for the driver of any 
vehicle other than one on official business, to follow closer 
than three hundred feet any fire apparatus traveling in response 
to a fire alarm. 


Section 3. Upon the approach of any authorized emergency 
vehicle or vehicles giving audible signal by bell, siren, or 
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exhaust whistle, the driver of every vehicle shall immediately 
drive the same to a position as near as possible and parallel to 
the right hand edge or curb of the street, clear of any inter- 
section, and shall stop and remain in such position until the 
authorized emergency vehicle or vehicles shall have passed. 
unless otherwise directed by a police officer. 


Section 4. No vehicle shall be driven over any unprotected 
hose of the Fire Department when laid down on any street or 
private driveway to be used at any fire or alarm of fire, without 
the consent of the Fire Chief or Fire Department official in 
command. 


Section 5 It shall be unlawful for any person or persons 
to enter the portion of the town building designated for fire 
department use unless authorized to enter said portion of said 
building ‘by the Board of Fire Wards. 


Penalty: Any person, firm, or corporation who shall violate 
any of the provisions of these ordinances under Article I shall 
upon conviction thereof, be subject to a fine of not less than 
$3.00, nor more than $10.00. 


10 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

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DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


1964 has seen continued growth and expansion in 
the services rendered by the Daland Memorial Library. 
Because of the illness of her mother it was necessary for 
Mrs. Groves to ask for a four month leave of absence. 
Mrs. Joan Langille and Miss Jane Conant ably carried 
on the business of the library during her absence. Al- 
though families have been moving out of town, others 
have come in and our circulation continues to grow. 
This year we increased by 1182 volumes; the children’s 
use of the library increased 27 %, and the adults’ 11.5%. 
There were 65 requests for reference material from the 
State Library, and 45 other requests, a total of 110. 
Books were left in the library by the bookmobile four 
times during the year. The State has rearranged its 
bookmobile services and we now belong to the Exeter 
area. Mrs. Rachel Sanborn is the Director of that area. 

National Library Week, April 12-18, the library was 
open only on its regular days, and no special pro- 
grams were offered. The librarian had arranged dis- 
plays of new books, and each day the library was open 
a member of the Board of Trustees was present to 
greet the customers. 

During July and August story hours were held on 
Thursday mornings for the pre-school and first graders. 
These were under the direction of Mrs. Joan Langille 
and Mrs. Gladys Goodwin. Friends of the library kind- 
ly told the stories. These hours were very well attended 
and proved an excellent introduction to the world of 
books, 

The Librarian attended summer school at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire for the third year of courses 
given in “Library Techniques.” These courses are of 
vital interest and a great deal of help to the librarians. 
The students came from all six New England states 
and several of the surrounding states. Other states 
have started similar summer sessions for the small town 
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librarians. The library is most grateful to the New 
Hampshire Federation of Women’s Clubs and to the 
McCollum Institute for their financial aid in the form 
of scholarships to the librarian. 

Light fixtures for the Children’s Corner and for the 
desk were purchased by the Trustees. Ninety books 
were given to the library by various friends. We wish 
to thank them for their gifts and for the financial as- 
sistance they have given us. Your help and interest is 
much appreciated. 

This fall a new service was started in the library. 
With the consent of Mr. Goodman, superintendent of 
schools, and with the unanimous approval of the Board 
of Education, the library opened its doors at 2 p. m. 
each Tuesday afternoon for the school children. These 
children come in groups of two grades at a time, ac- 
companied by two teachers. The response has been far 
beyond our hopes. With this service, children that 
could come to the library at no other time are given the 
chance to explore the world of books. We thank the 
teachers for their cooperation in this project. 

We wish to extend our thanks to Mrs. Helen Ran- 
dall for her help with the school children. She has not 
only rendered this service but has given many hours 
to the library, mending books, helping catalog books 
and typing the catalog cards. We need friends like Mrs. 
Randall to make our library up and coming. Perhaps 
you can give only a few hours of your time, but no 
matter how little it might be, any assistance will be 
most welcome. Please contact any one of the Trustees 
or your librarian. 

On October 20th Mrs. Joan Langille resigned as 
assistant librarian. To date no new appointment has 
been made. 


The Trustees attended a meeting of the New Hamp- 
shire Library Trustees Association at Concord this fall. 
The Librarian attended a meeting of the New Hamp- 
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shire Library Association at St. Paul’s School in Con- 
cord in the fall; the New Hampshire Federation of 
Women’s Clubs district meeting at the Wayfarer Inn, 
Bedford, and spoke on the Library Techniques courses 
given at the University this past summer; the New Eng- 
land Library Association meetings at Wentworth-by- 
the-Sea, and a special meeting at the state capitol to 
discuss book selection. The Trustees and the Librarian 
met with officials from the State Library and other 
librarians and trustees from this district at the Wad- 
leigh Memorial Library in Milford to discuss the new 
Statewide Library Development Program. 

The world of books is the most remarkable creation 
of man; nothing else that he builds ever lasts — monu- 
ments fall, nations perish, civilizations grow old and 
die out. After an era of darkness new races build others; 
but in the world of books are volumes that live on, still 
as young and fresh as the day they were written, still 
telling men’s hearts of the hearts of men centuries 
dead. Come into the library and discover for your- 
self new and wonderous worlds.

MONT VERNON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Prevention is your best fire protection. 

Your department responded to 11 calls last year, the 
fire damage in town was very light. 

The dry hydrant at the Jew Pond has been com- 
pleted and tested. We are able to pump 1000 gallons 
per minute from it. 

The pump has been installed on the 1200 gallon 
tank truck and the unit has been painted, making it a 
very useable piece of fire apparatus. We urge you to 
support the article in the warrant relative to buying a 
radio for this truck. 

We are indebted to Mrs. John L. Bailey, who donat- 
ed 14 new modern fire helmets in memory of her 
brother, Milan H. Raymond, who was instrumental in 
organizing the Fire Department many years ago. We 
are also indebted to the Grange, who through the pro- 
ceeds of a food sale, donated four pairs of new boots. 

Any paper or scrap left in the box at the fire house 
is greatly appreciated. 

Anyone wishing to discuss the policies of the de- 
partment or view the equipment, we would be more 
than pleased to have you tour the fire station.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and Your District Chief 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record 
year of 1963 in both length and severity. For the sec- 
ond successive year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency 
of more than ten inches and the compounding of such 
drought conditions, together with the many days of 
strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the 
most hazardous years in the past half century. Al- 
though our fire season was three weeks longer than 
that of 1963, the number of fires showed only a slight 
increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 
acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response 
kept many potential fire disasters from becoming reali- 
ty. We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this 
community who responded and fought our fires so 
efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded and its eco- 
nomy — both industrial and recreational — is greatly 
dependent on this forest resource. The responsibility 
for adequate fire protection of this great area — 4,350,- 
000 acres — is everyone’s responsibility and prevention 
is one of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you 
must burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until 
it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep 
matches from young children. Explain to them the 
dangers of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and match- 
es are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year 
are chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires al- 
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lowed to escape; (2) children playing with matches; 
and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact that all 
such fires endanger property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued 
cooperation we are confident that we can improve our 
fire record in 1965.

Annual Report 
January, 1965 

This report covers a period of about sixteen months, 
activities having been initiated in the late Summer of 
1963. Financial aspects have been most fortunate in 
that several years of accrued earnings, due to the well- 
managed investment of funds by the Trustees of the 
Trust Funds, have permitted outlays which would 
have not been possible had the annual accruals been 
expended as rapidly as earned. Our present balance 
is virtually committed and future operations will be 
limited each year to the yield of investments of the 
Fund. Those may be expected to be about nine per 
cent of the expenditures of the past sixteen months. 
It will be noted in the Treasurer's Report that more 
than $300.00 of the expenditures came from anonymous 
contributors. 

In addition to those dollars, there have been many 
contributions on which it is not possible to set a dollar 
value. Thanks are due to those many who have been 
so generous of time, trees, etc. We hope that the 
future will see a continuation of this interest and 
generosity. 

For the record a listing of works accomplished 
follows: 

At Town Hall: 

Landscaping including white birches, arborvitae, 
hemlock, yews, graded and seeded lawn, hot-topped 
walk and entrance with granite curb, flood-lighting for 


the holidays. 
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War Memorial: 
Planting of hemlocks, spreading yews and moun- 
tain ash. 


Park: 

Planting of donated blue spruce (for future Christ- 
mas tree as it grows) and two donated red maples. 
Christmas tree lights the installation of which by 
generosity of the Fire Department. 


Parking Area Next to Town Building: 

Grading and compacting gravel which was later 

paved by the Town and planting of four maples. 
Signs: 

Approximately sixty street signs (six of which are 
made but yet to be erected, we hope for volunteer ef- 
fort to put them up). Two historical signs, on Rte. 13 at 
each approach to the village. Unfortunately, the 70 
mile per hour gales of mid-December damaged them 
seriously. We expect to repair and repaint them by 
Spring and that three or four persons will volunteer to 
help erect them again. 


New sign on the Town Hall, the donor of which 
will add a date giving time of erection of the structure. 


Direction signs. Painting and relettering is under- 
way as each sign is brought in. It is expected that the 
Selectmen will arrange the re-erection of them. 


Watering. The drought of the past season made 
unusual care of trees and plantings necessary. The 
Mont Vernon Fire Department may be thanked for 
that time-consuming effort. 


In conclusion, the Committee again thanks the 
many who have participated in this program of better- 
ment.

The Mont Vernon Planning Board met ten times 
during the year since last town meeting; working with 
Hans Klunder Associates and officials from the State 
Department of Resources and Economic Development. 
Work completed under the Urban Renewal Program 
included the preparation of maps and reports covering 
Existing Land Use Study, Population and Economy 
Study, Utilities and Transporation, Proposed Zoning 
Ordinance, Land Capabilities Study, and Proposed Sub- 
division Regulations. It is expected that the Final 
Report will be completed by early Spring as a sum- 
mary of the complete findings of Hans Klunder As- 
sociates. Copies will be available for study by interest- 
ed people.

The Mont Vernon School District and its program 
is highly regarded by the State Department of Educa- 
tion in its over-all program. Preparation of Mont 
Vernon children in our Elementary school, through a 
well-planned curriculum. and top-level instruction has 
enabled them to compete most satisfactorily in levels 
of higher education. 

Under the direction and supervision of Dr. Richard 
H. Goodman, Superintendent of Schools, our programs 
have included all possible modern practices, as well 
as up-to-date teaching aids. The School Board com- 
mends him highly for his hard work and constant 
interest in behalf of our school program. Continued 
supervision and guidance of the teaching staff by the 
Teacher Consultant, Mabel Connolly, has greatly aided 
and improved the classroom instruction and teaching 
practices. 

Teaching-staff-wise, Mont Vernon is indeed fortun- 
ate to have four capable and qualified people who give 
their utmost attention towards presenting the finest 
teaching job possible. Mrs. Elizabeth Scully, with 33 
children in Grades 1 and 2, has assistance from the 
Teacher Aide, Mrs. Kay Martin. Since these grades 
demand the best possible attention to practices with 
starting children, we are most appreciative of the 
excellent job done by these two classroom supervisors 
in this respect. Mrs. Martin also assists with school- 
grounds supervision during non-class hours, help with 
test and study sessions, gives help to pupils when 
desired or necessary and, in general, assists the entire 
over-all school program. 

Mrs. Virginia Harcovitz has 29 pupils in Grades 
3 and 4 and provides fine class presentation in her 
study areas. Mrs. Margaret Clark with 31 pupils in 
Grades 5 and 6 offers a fine preparation for advance- 
ment to Junior High School in Milford. She has over 
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the past several years supplemented her school year 
with refresher courses in August for the 6th Graders 
going to Milford. Her devotion to her pupils and their 
preparation is most commendable and greatly appreci- 
ated. 

During the past year the 5th and 6th Grades have 
enjoyed two class trips sponsored by the Trustees of 
McCollom Institute. These were to Hampton Beach 
to study sea-shore life and to the Museum of Science 
in Boston. We express our gratitude to the Trustees 
for making these possible. This year for the first time 
28 pupils of the 5th and 6th Grades attended the Camp 
Sargent Science School for a week in February. Much 
interest and attention to the educational aspects of 
this program was exhibited by the pupils. This appears 
to be a fine addition to our school program and it is 
recommended that it be continued. 


In passing we would again compliment our Cus- 
todian and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Hanscom, 
for the fine job done in maintaining our building in 
excellent condition. Our appreciation is also extended 
to Mr. William Harcovitz for his efficient and excellent 
handling of the District School Bus and the transpor- 
tation of all pupils. 

At the completion of the school year 1963-64, 
$3,668.78 of unused budget funds was returned to the 
town treasury. Your School Board appreciates the 
appropriation of the requested funds presented in the 
budget and presents once more that all funds not 
necessary to provide the educational needs will be 
turned back at the year’s end. Tuition of pupils to 
Milford made up the balance not used, since there 
were some dropouts and also some families moved 
from town during the year. 

It appears that the Area Plan approved by the 
Milford School District going into effect in the near 
future will allow further excellent education for our 
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Mont Vernon pupils. At present it also appears that 
tuition is the better investment for our Town rather 
than becoming involved as a part of the Area Plan. 
Perhaps future study and needs will change these 
present plans. 

Budget items for next year have been carefully 
and thoughtfully worked out. Our present building 
and teaching staff appears to be most adequate for 
a few years more and equipment and supplies are 
requested only as necessary for the number of pupils. 
Increased costs appear in tuition, transportation and 
salaries and these areas are at a minimum as de- 
manded by increased costs across the Nation. Funds 
provided in last year’s budget allowed the painting 
of the building. So with practically all school district 
facilities in good condition, the new budget presents 
only costs necessary in our educational program. 

The School Board expresses its appreciation to the 
District Members for their cooperation and support 
which have made the past programs possible and will 
continue to allow the best possible education for our 
Mont Vernon children in the future.

It is with a great deal of pleasure that I submit my 
fourth report as Superintendent of Schools in Super- 
visory Union 40. This report will focus on three major 
areas: Union 40 growth, curriculum improvement, and 
future needs. 


1. Union 40 Growth

growth in this Supervisory Union in the past ten years:

To properly manage the increased volume of 
purchasing and plant maintenance caused by the 
tremendous growth, the Supervisory Union 40 School 
Board by unanimous vote added a business manager 
to the Union 40 Staff effective July 1, 1965.

2. Curriculum Improvement 

In the past three years a great deal of change has 
taken place in the curriculum of the schools in this 
Supervisory Union, coinciding with changes in school 
programs throughout our state and nation. The ex- 
plosion of knowledge and emphasis on the space age, 
of which you are well aware, are evidence of change 
in every facet of our life. One of the major concerns 
I have is that the schools make no change merely for 
the sake of change, to “get on the bandwagon, but 
rather that we take every possible measure to be cer- 
tain that any changes in the school program are based 
on a thorough study to insure the change will produce 
educational benefits for our youth. 


Significant improvement is taking place through- 
out grades 1-12 because of the work of a dedicated 
staff. A few examples of the progress taking place are 
as follows: 


Elementary Schools: reading, social studies (see 
Miss Connolly's report), mathematics, writing, speech, 
French, science, physical education. Cooperative and 
departmentalized teaching have enabled us to bring 
the special talents of a teacher to students in other 
classrooms in certain schools. 


Secondary Schools: national programs in biology, 
chemistry, and physics; greater emphasis in English; 
improvement in foreign language department (Russian 
I introduced in Milford this year); vocational machine 
shop made superior with equipment from the federal 
government (Milford); improved curriculums in art, 
earth science, business education, mathematics; pres- 
ent study by social studies teachers to coordinate and 
improve history, geography, civics, and problems of 
democracy courses. 


3. Future Needs 
One hundred years ago Mr. P. B. Day of the Super- 
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intending Committee in Hollis wrote as follows in his 
annual report dated March 15, 1865: “The first desider- 
atum of a good school is a correct public sentiment. 
That sentiment should be enlighted both in regard to 
the end to be secured and the means of obtaining it. 
Teachers have little stimulus to exertion if they dis- 
cover no appreciative sense of their services in the 
community, especially if they have reason to suppose 
their best efforts will be opposed or wrongly construed. 
.. . They should be assured of co-operation in main- 
taining good order, of sympathy in their vexations and 
trials, and of a just appreciation of their merits. ... We 
must encourage our teachers by kind words . . . and 
friendly suggestions. When evidently in the wrong, 
we should bear with them as if they were our own 
sons or daughters, brothers or sisters. . . . 


“The second and chief desideratum of a good school 
is a good teacher. A good teacher will be interested 


in his work (and) . . . must likewise have competent 
literacy attainments. He must have ready and clear 
knowledge . . . not like money carefully laid away in 


a distant bank from which he can draw in case of an 
emergency, but like money in the pocket, ready at a 
moment's notice. A good teacher will likewise have 
a talent for explanation, and a fertility of ingenuity to 
make his instructions attractive ... He will have order 
and decorum in the school, and will know how to do 
this in a kind pleasant manner. He will have that pres- 
ence, that ease and firmness which will command re- 
spect . . . He will be disposed to unite his influence 
with the parents in elevating the general character of 
the children.” 

The chief needs of the five school districts in Su- 
pervisory Union No. 40 are directly related to Mr. 
Day’s 1865 report. With a public supporting quality 
schools and with good teachers, the boys and girls in 
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Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, Milford, and Mont Ver- 
non will certainly receive the education they need. 

The public is invited and encouraged to visit school 
to discover first-hand what takes place. If an organi- 
zation would like to visit, contact the principal so that 
proper arrangements can be made. 

To insure that our youth continue to have good 
teachers, we must follow the suggestion made a cen- 
tury ago and “.. . encourage our teachers . . . they must 
be assured of cooperation ...” In addition, we must 
make every effort to be competitive with nearby school 
districts in the matter of teachers’ salaries. An annual 
review to insure we keep pace is essential. 

In concluding this 1965 annual report, I would be 
remiss if I did not report to you that a great deal of 
excellent work has been accomplished by your teach- 
ing staff in the past year. The overall staff includes 
people who work hard so that good teaching can take 
place and these people deserve our appreciation also. 
They are the school nurses, secretaries, aides, custodi- 
ans, school lunch personnel, bus transporters, and the 
Union 40 Bookkeeper Miss Marchesi, and secretary, 
Mrs. Combs. Miss Mabel Connolly and the school 
principals merit a special thank you for their many, 
many efforts to improve your schools. A special ex- 
pression of thanks is due from each of us to the mem- 
bers of the school boards and study committee mem- 
bers who work for little or no remuneration, but from 
a sense of devotion to each town in Supervisory Union 
40.

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REPORT OF OUR TEACHER CONSULTANT 


The Challenge of the Sixties | 

The world is changing so rapidly that, as Margaret 
Mead stated, “No man dies in the world to which he 
was born.” Changes come so swiftly that many of them 
are termed “explosions,” such as the population ex- 
plosion or the explosion of knowledge. There are seri- 
ous repercussions to such changes, producing strains 
in numerous phases of American life and continually 
causing new problems, particularly social and eco- 
nomic. It is said that in each ten years of this century 
our total knowledge doubles. Advances in science 
and technology are creating occupations unheard of 
a few years ago. Even the recent space research pro- 
grams alone have created more than 3,200 different 
products, many of which are now a part of the daily 
lives of Americans. President Kennedy summed up 
the challenge of the sixties when he wrote, “The rev- 
olutionary forces shaking the earth have converged, 
presenting us with hard choices, with a need for ac- 
tion, for ideas, for concerted and sustained comitment 
as a nation and as individual citizens.” 


Educating to Meet the Challenge 

In meeting the challenge our schools must en- 
counter not only the changes made in science and 
technology but the problems they engender: social, 
political and economic. New programs designed to pre- 
pare our children for the demands of tomorrow have 
evolved in science, mathematics and foreign languages. 

Our elementary teachers have spent countless hours 
attending meetings, classes and workshops for the 
purpose of gaining new concepts and methods of in- 
struction so necessary to the development of these pro- 
grams. Another area where they are meeting the 
challenge is in the social studies. The teachers in this 
school union are presently involved in a project of 
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developing a program that is in keeping with the needs 
of our times. 


The Social Studies 

The social studies, with citizenship as its main ob- 
jective, will occupy a position of greater importance 
in the curriculum. Good citizenship starts with self- 
discipline as a basic tenet of a truly democratic coun- 
try. An individual or a nation must have control over 
one’s own actions as the first responsibility to others. 
Skills of clear thinking and decision making must be 
acquired. 

Social studies is a term that usually denotes the 
combined study of geography, history and govern- 
ment. It has been concerned too often with the ac- 
cumulation of facts usually learned in sequence, and 
the memorization of places, events, people, and dates. 
If today’s children are to cope with the problems of 
tomorrow they must do more than learn facts, but un- 
derstand what to do with these facts and how to ob- 
tain others. They must learn to see the relationships 
to be found among them, how to think through a situ- 
ation, form concepts and arrive at conclusions. The 
tools for these and other skills are to be found in a 
social studies program that is founded upon good citi- 
zenship. 


Our Program 

Our new program is based upon the following prem- 
ises: 

1. Children can attain concepts at an earlier age 
than indicated in the present program. 

2. The inclusion of other areas in the social studies 
program that are related to it and allow greater depth 
and understanding can more nearly meet the needs 
of all our children. 

8. To attain skill in citizenship there must be pro- 
vided more experiences, actual and vicarious, in citi- 
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zenship, beginning with self-discipline, and encompass- 
ing world understanding. 

4, The elementary level has a definite comitment 
to build a better foundation in the social studies so 
that the junior and senior high schools can meet more 
adequately the needs of their students. 

The general theme for the first year is the roles of 
home, school, community and community helpers with 
the expected outcomes being the development of self- 
discipline, and awareness of the rights of others and 
the beginnings of good citizenship. 

The second year program deals with the study of 
food, clothing and shelter, with emphasis on how peo- 
ple depend upon each other in satisfying these needs. 
The objectives involve understandings of our basic eco- 
nomic needs and the interdependence of people in lo- 
cal and world communities in obtaining them. 

The general theme for the third year is the rela- 
tion of man to his environment with units of study of 
typical regions of the world, the people living there, 
and factors of environment influencing their ways of 
life. Expected outcomes are an understanding of some 
of the geographical, social and economic factors de- 
termining the past and present ways of people near 
and far, and the attainment of map study skills. 

The program for the fourth year deals with span- 
ning the Old World and New World with units of 
study of European backgrounds of the New World; 
its discovery, exploration and settlement; the thirteen 
colonies with emphasis on the growth of our own state 
of New Hampshire. Understandings include the fac- 
tors involved that make us who and what we are. 

The fifth year program continues with the growth 
of our nation, its size, resources, development, people 
and problems past and present. Expected outcomes 
are: an understanding of the development of the United 
States and its role among nations, an ability to re- 
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late the problems of the present emerging nations with 
those of our own, and an understanding of the respon- 
sibilities of one people to another in this world. 

The sixth year deals with early and present civili- 
zations, the factors contributing to the development of 
a civilization and the influence of one civilization upon 
another. We want our children to be aware that peo- 
ple think and act as they do because of their back- 
grounds and that the United States has a role of leader- 
ship in improving civilization and safeguarding free- 
dom. 

The above social studies program is being evolved 
by our teachers and implemented with techniques of 
instruction designed to develop independent and re- 
sponsible work-study skills, an inquiring mind and a 
thoughtful citizen. 

We are indeed fortunate to have dedicated teach- 
ers whose greatest concern is the provision of the best 
possible education for our children. To these teachers, 
and all who have helped and encouraged them, Dr. 
Goodman, the School Board, parents and friends of ed- 
ucation, I would like to express my sincere appreciation 
for another year of work well done.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
TO MONT VERNON 


George H. Corson, Principal 


I would like to assure the people of Mont Vernon 
that the pupils sent to us from the Village School are as 
much a part of our student body as are those from other 
towns. We never think in terms of where a pupil 
comes from, only that he is a member of our school. 
For a report of this type, however, it is necessary to 
look at individuals. In so doing we find that the pupils 
from Mont Vernon, in general, are very adequately 
prepared, they are good school citizens, they participate 
in school activities. Their academic standing is com- 
mensurate with that of other pupils in the school, and 
we are happy to have them. 

I was happy, indeed, to see the overwhelming vote 
by the town of Amherst for the AREA school. This 
vote indicated to me that you have confidence in the 
education your children are receiving and will con- 
tinue to receive. The Amherst pupils continue to par- 
ticipate in all phases of our school life and have be- 
come a very integral and important part of our or- 
ganization. 

Last year in my report I asked the question, “What 
does the future hold for the education of the youth 
of Milford High School?” This question was most ade- 
quately answered by the voters in the area when once 
again they met the challenge of the ever increasing 
numbers of pupils and the need for expanded facility, 
by voting the AREA school. This new facility will give 
us, the school administrators, the needed space to con- 
tinue our growth so that the young people of the area 
may have an educational opportunity equal to that 
of their peers in other communities. This is very im- 
portant because college entrance and the pursuit of 
gainful employment have become extremely competi- 
tive. 
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Almost two years ago, as you will remember, Mil- 
ford High School was evaluated and given accredita- 
tion by the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. The evaluating committee at that 
time made some recommendations, as they do in all 
schools, as to some areas in which we could improve. 
Together with their recommendations and our own 
plans for improvement we have and will continue to 
keep abreast of the latest necessary educational think- 
ing. 

In the last two years we have added to our curri- 
culum in the following areas: 

Physical Education is now required of all our pu- 

ils. 

: We have added PSSC Physics and CBA Chemistry 
for acceleration in our science curriculum. Also in 
this area we have added general courses in biology, 
physics, and chemistry. These courses will enable the 
non-college preparatory student to take science cours- 
es at a level commensurate with their comprehension 
and ability. 

In languages we are now offering a four year se- 
quence of French and this year we have begun a two 
year course in Russian. 


In the area of mathematics we are scheduled to add 
a course next year which will be equivalent to first 
year college math. This is made possible by pupils be- 
ginning Algebra I at the eighth grade level. This then 
gives us a five year sequence in mathematics. 

Our machine shop program has been greatly en- 
hanced with the acquisition from the Federal govern- 
ment of about $112,000 worth of machinery at a cost 
to the school district of less than $5000. This will en- 
able us to train our vocational shop boys to a degree 
never attainable before. We now have one of the best 
equipped shops in the state. 

We now have a two year Art course at the high 
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school level and want to expand this course eventual- 
ly, into a four year sequence. 

In the Business Education area we have included 
Business English and Business Math which will add 
to the pupil training in this course of endeavor. 

In arears other than curricular we have: 

Added a part time guidance secretary which allows 
our counselor more time for pupil needs. 

Added to our library book lists until we now have 
approximately 4000 volumes. 

Heads of departments have been designated to gain 
better articulation between the various grade levels. 

With the advent of the AREA school and the trans- 
ition from the 6-3-3 system of education to the 6-6 
system we have much work to do. Currently we have 
teacher groups and administrative groups, working 
on this problem from the educational aspect. A very 
dedicated building committee is working on the plans 
for a practical and functional plant and a group of 
local industrialists are working with us laying plans for 
a more extensive vocational offering at the high school 
level. In order for each child to have an equal educa- 
tional opportunity we feel that it is necessary to bal- 
ance our curriculum with these types of courses. Un- 
der the National Vocational Act of 1968 federal funds 
are going to be made available to help school districts 
institute such offerings. 

On behalf of the staff and the pupils, present and 
future, we want to thank you the citizens of the area 
for recognizing the need and the best possible solution 
to a very complex educational problem. 

We also want to thank the School Board, the Su- 
perintendent of Schools and his staff, the school Doc- 
tors and Nurses, the staff of the noon lunch program, 
the custodial staff, and all those who helped make our 
school year a productive one. 
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MILFORD JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL

To the Citizens of Milford, Amherst, Mont Vernon, 
the three School Boards, and the Superintendent 
of Schools: 


Two years ago the Junior High School underwent 
an evaluation by a visiting team of educators. It is 
worth noting that Milford Junior High School was the 
first Junior High School in New Hampshire to undergo 
such an evaluation. Since that time, one or two other 
junior high schools have been evaluated. 

One of the main purposes of an evluation is to de- 
termine how well we are doing what we say we are 
doing, in terms of our philosophy and objectives. An 
evaluation encompasses every subject area, school 
plant, administration, guidance service, health serv- 
ices, student activity program, and the program of 
studies. The evaluating team looks into each of these 
areas and offers commendations on things done well, 
and recommendations for improvement in each area. 
If the evaluation stopped with the report, it would be 
of little value. The real importance of an evaluation 
stems from what is done about recommended im- 
provements. 

Some recommendations are not applicable to our 
local school, for one reason or another. These we dis- 
regard. The forty-five recommendations we received 
for improving the building can be disregarded, as we 
are now in the process of constructing a new school. 
Of all the recommendations we received, a little over 
24% of them have been accomplished. 


What Has Been Done? 
The program of studies booklet has been re-written 
to include a description of each course offered. 
Additional reference books have been provided and 
will continue to be provided as we develop our library. 
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Art is provided as an elective for all 9th grade pu- 
pils. 

Storage area has been provided for art materials. 

Vertical articulation between the elementary, jun- 
ior, and senior high schools has been greatly improved. 

Professional journals are now available in many 
subject areas. 

Unabridged dictionaries have been provided in the 
English classrooms. 

A tape recorder has been purchased to facilitate 
the teaching of languages. 

Magazines, periodicals and newspapers in French 
are now utilized in French classes. 

New sewing machines have been added and a re- 
placement program for old machines has been insti- 
tuted. 

Lightweight fire extinguishers have been installed 
in the Home Economics room. 

A replacement program for industrial arts equip- 
ment has been started. 


As older mathematics textbooks are replaced, we 
are adding a Modern Mathematics program. 


The chorus is scheduled during the school-day. 

We have added science equipment where former- 
ly it was nonexistent. 

Science books have been purchased and _ storage 
areas provided for science. 

A school library has been started with the aid of 
Student Council funds. 

A student handbook has been published and given 
to all pupils. 

Amherst has provided a late bus for pupils who 
take part in extra curricula activities. 

Part time clerical assistance has been provided for 
the guidance counselor. 

Some additional custodial help has been provided. 

This is but a partial listing of accomplishments, 
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but it does provide some idea of what progress is be- 
ing made. It should be emphasized that these ac- 
complishments have required effort from several sourc- 
es. 

We are indebted to the citizens of our communities 
for their continued support. The student council has 
made a significant contribution through time and fin- 
ancial effort. The citizens of Amherst are to be com- 
mended for their efforts to obtain a late bus for pupils 
staying for extra-curricula activities. 

The teachers have put in several hours of work and 
thought to implement these improvements. 

With the continued effort and support of the citi- 
zens of Milford, Amherst, and Mont Vernon, we can 
continue to have a forward-looking school. 

In this day and age, we cannot afford to stand 
still because to stand still is to move backward. 


We take this opportunity to thank the citizens of 
our three towns, the three school boards, and the su- 
perintendent of schools, for their support. 
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REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON VILLAGE SCHOOL 


The Mont Vernon Village School enrollment on 
January 1, 1965 was 86, with 14 in grade one, 18 in 
grade two, 12 each in grades three and four, 15 each 
in grades five and six. 

An important addition to our equipment is the 
new movie projector. It was received in June of last 
year, and since fall we have viewed an average of one 
film a month. Probably the most outstanding and edu- 
cational film viewed was “Hemo, the Magnificent,” 
the story of our blood circulation. The children were 
fascinated. Now there is little argument when told to 
go outdoors and run around to renew the oxygen in 
their blood. “One picture is worth a thousand words.” 

In curriculum, all grades continue to work in the 
understanding of math instead of rote-learning of rules. 
The new S.R.A. reading laboratory for grades five and 
six, together with the older laboratory present real chal- 
lenges for each student. Certain pupils in grades three 
and four are now participating in this reading program. 
All seem to enjoy it as it develops critical reading and 
evaluating. The social studies program has been com- 
pletely reorganized by Miss Connolly, and we are find- 
ing the new outline a much more solid basis for future 
citizenship. Continuous emphasis is placed on safety 
practices through discussions, pictures, poems, and the 
graphic A.A.A. posters which are always in a con- 
spicuous position in the halls or rooms. 

In March of last year, the fifth and six grades went 
to Sargent Camp for a week. It was our first experi- 
ence in camping, and we found it most rewarding to 
learn at first hand about conservation, weather, wild 
life, and many other interesting subjects. Very com- 
petent and skilled instructors helped to extend our ex- 
periences far beyond our classroom study. 

Mrs. Richard Scofield has ably taken over in grades 
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three and four. She comes to us highly recommended 
from Springfield College. We are enjoying working 
with her. 

Our full time teacher’s aide, Mrs. Martin, is indis- 
pensable to our program. She gives welcome assistance 
in the primary room, is available at all times for mimeo- 
graphing tests, checking drill work and generally super- 
vising children outside of classes. In assuming these 
duties, she leaves the teachers free during noon-time 
periods, before and after school, to furnish that ever 
needed extra help which many children require. 

Miss Wheeler continues to meet with all classes on 
Thursdays of each week to bring to our students the 
added integration and enjoyment of music. 

Miss Woods, our school nurse, has been most help- 
ful to us. Her understanding of and sympathy for all 
children is invaluable. 

We have just begun to have the services of a speech 
therapist. Many children experience difficulty with 
pronunciation of certain sounds. Unless this is cor- 
rected early in their school careers, it later becomes 
most difficult to remedy. Mr. Meltzer comes to us on 
Fridays to work with the children who have speech 
problems. 

In closing, it should be emphasized that this is your 
school and that you are always welcome to bring in 
questions or problems or just visit and watch the classes 
at work. The closer teachers and parents cooperate, the 
better the job all can do for our children. 

We wish to thank the School Board, Dr. Goodman, 
Miss Connolly, the P.T.A., parents, Daland Library, and 
interested citizens of Mont Vernon for their valuable 
assistance during the past year.

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SYNOPSIS OF MONT VERNON 
SCHOOL MEETING — MARCH 4, 1964 


The Annual Meeting of the Mont Vernon School 
District was opened at 4:00 o'clock P.M. by Moderator 
Walter N. Thompson. 

At 8:00 o'clock the voting was suspended and the 
meeting was opened for discussion of the remaining 
articles preceded by a Salute to the Flag, a prayer by 
Reverend Barnes and the reading of the Warrant by 
the Moderator. 

Article 5. It was moved by George Kittredge and 
seconded by Frank Reagan that this article be passed 
over as it was included in the Budget. 

Article 6. George Kittredge moved to pass over 
this article, seconded by Frank Reagan and so voted. 

Article 7. George Kittredge moved and Frank 
Reagan seconded that this article be passed over. So 
voted. 

Article 8. George Kittredge moved that the Budg- 
et be accepted as read except that the anticipated 
revenue from Sweepstakes be deleted. Arvid Wilson 
seconded the Motion and it was so voted. 

Article 9. Frank Reagan moved and George Kit- 
tredge seconded the motion that the article be accepted. 

Article 10. George Kittredge moved that the dis- 
trict hire a full time teacher's aide and moved that the 
district raise $1,440 to pay her. Catherine Pomeroy 
seconded the motion and it was so voted. 

Article 11. It was moved by Frank Reagan and 
seconded by Victor Caseau that the district raise $700 
to paint the exterior of the Village School. It was so 
voted. 

Article 12. Motion made by George Kittredge that 
the article be accepted as read. Roland Richards moved 
that the motion be amended to pick up children walk- 
ing Mont Vernon Hill, or any other hazardous highway 
be picked up by the School Bus or School Buses, within 
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the discretion of the School Board. Amendment sec- 
onded by Frank Philbrick and the amendment passed 
by a vote of 47 yes’s. More discussion ensued regard- 
ing which roads should be called hazardous and as to 
which Children should be picked up. Another amend- 
ment to the motion was made by David Hayden that 
the right to pick up children within the one mile limit 
be decided at the discretion of the School Board. Mo- 
tion seconded by Roland Richards and was passed by 
a vote of 51 yes’s. 

Article 13. There was a discussion of dogs in the 
School Yard, and a discussion of town owned School 
Buses. Frank Reagan moved that the article be passed 
over. Motion seconded by Roland Christie and so 
voted. 

Polls were reopened at 8:20 P.M. for all those who 
had not finished voting. Roland Christie made a motion 
at 8:25 that the polls be closed. Motion seconded by 
Helen Witty and so voted.
